CORPS FOR CONSTRUCTION I panics has been so persistent that it can hardly be called dis- 
* respectful to say that it am ounts to an obsession. 
The attitude of the President regarding power companies 
and his action already taken w ith the Tennessee V alley Project 
have caused a shrinkage of values am ounting to m any hun­ 
dreds of millions of dollars in securities of power companies. 
lf the W heeier-Rayburn bill passes both houses of Congress, 
as it seems likely to do, there is no reason to doubt that the 
President will quickly give his approval and make the bill i\ 
law. If holding companies are forced to dissolve within 5 years, 
or within 7 years as more recently proposed, an impetus will 
be given to the socialistic plan of government competition 
with existing power companies, and people who have invested 
thei: savings in power securities may see the value of their 
investments disappear. 
The average investor is incurably optimistic and can not 
believe even now that the President and a majority of Congress 
are seeking to destroy the value of the money invested in good 
faith in power securities. Perhaps the investor may have con­ 
fidence in the sense of fair play existing am ong the voters of 
our country. There will be elections of Members of Congress 
in 1936, 1938, and 1940 and election of a President in 1936 
and 1940. If the destructive bill becomes a law, relief may be 
obtained by election of different men to Congress and the 
election of a new President before the time arrives w hen the 
holding companies are marked for destruction under the pro­ 
posed law.
